This seems to be the case. If 
college students are wild, it is a 
more dignified sort of wildness, 
The foolish antics and pretenslons 
of high school “children” are 
looked upon with disdain. The 
freshie entering the university 
keyed up to be the most collegiate 
of collegiates finds himself laugh- 
ed at, and soon discovers that if 
there is any of this collegiate air 
it is hidden in an atmosphere of 
dignity and solemnity. -Of course 
the college boy or girl has the 
recklessness, the gay abandon of 
youth, but it is an unwritten law, 
almost an instinct that there must 
be no outward effort to show this. 
Just as an attempt to sprawl in 
a chair and appear relaxed and 
at ease falls short of the genuine, 
so a freshman, or an upperclass~ 
man. for that matter, dressed loud- 
ly, topped by a well creased, sig- 
nature-covered hat, shouting or 
staggering up and down hails, ex- 
cites more pity than mirth. And 
so, my hearty students, fret not 
for college life is not quite ag 
bad as some well-aged and soured 
“grouches”. would have us’ bellave.

This fact 
explaing why it is very expensive 
—-$150 per pound. 

“Nearly. all the odors are now 
made synthetically. It is due to 
this fact that the perfume, indus- 
try isonow as large as it is.”
